GARDEN NOTES 


As soon as the tops die down, 
potatoes are ready to be dug up. 
Some home gardeners prefer to 
dig teem as they are needed for 
the table rather than to store them 
in the cellar. 


When cabbage heads show signs 
of cracking they should be bent 
over to break the root on one. This 
assists in checking their growth. 


Pick the mature fruits of egg­ 
plant, thus giving the younger ones 
all the available energy to develop. 


Place a thin board or shingle un­ 
der the fruits of watermelons and 
muskmelons to prevent damage by 
wlreworms. 


If the outer leaves of Swiss 
chard have become very large, cut 
out the stems and use than sep­ 
arately. The stems can be cooked 
and used as asparagus in salads 
or creamed like celery.
